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SUMMARY OP EDUCATION AND EMPLOYMENT 
TRENDS FOR WOMEN IN MISSOURI 



The percentage of high school graduates that are women has 
remained at about 50% for 10 years. 

Women's enrollment in higher education institutions has 
increased 3% or by 28,000 from 1981 to 1989. 

There have been decreases in the number of computer science, 
engineering and mathematics degrees conferred upon women. 
This follows national trends in these areas. 

From 1985 to 1990 there was an increase in the number of 
certificates awarded to women at the 2-year public colleges, 
while the 4-year public colleges showed an increase in 
bachelors degrees. The private institutions showed an 
increase in degrees awarded to women at both the bachelors and 
masters levels. 

Women are more widely represented than men in lower academic 
ranks of faculty at both public and private institutions. 

Although female faculty members are generally paid less than 
males, salary parity doesn't appear to be recognized as being 
as important an issue as representation in academic ranks 
for both public and private institutions. 

In Missouri, 63.1% of employed women work in jobs classified 
as 1) technical, sales and administrative support, or 
2) service occupations. In the United States this same 
percentage is 60.1%. 

In comparisons of median weekly earnings, on the average 
women's earnings are lower than men's in every occupational 
category. 

The top seven growth occupations in Missouri are projected to 
be computer systems analysts, employment interviewers, home 
health aides, refuse collectors, upholsters, medical records 
technician and carpet installer. Of these, all except home 
health aides and medical records technicians, are considered 
non-traditional occupations for women.
